The city of Panam a is now in the 
hand.s of revolutionists and no serious at* 
tfinrit has been made to recapture it. 
'I'h#- Colombiaa gunboat Bogota arrived 
in tlui harbor after declaration of Inde- 
l)«‘nd<nce and threw a few shells into 
ihf: city v/ithout doing damage to life or 
uroperiy. Perfect order prevails in Colon 
to nl^hl and trans-isthminn trains are 
ninning as usual without interruption, 
tn Panama the flag of the new republic 
in colors of retl, white and 
blue floats 
ovrr the government buildings.

PANAMA CANAL COMPANY. 


Paris, Nov, 4.~The Panam a Canal com ­ 
pany has received full advices on the 
subject of the révolutiòn a t Panama^ They 
are in line w ith those of the government, 
which are sbhject to consideration of 
officials. 


W. Nelson Cromwell, general American 
counsel for the canal company, who is 
nOw in this city, declined to m ake state­ 
ment, but it was learned the conjpany is 
not di.sturbed by developments a t Panam a, 
as the state of the revolution which ex­ 
ists does affect the undeniable rights of 
the company. 
Moreover, even If the 
movement for independence is i;ucce.s.s- 
ful, it Is pointed out the United States 
hás form ally recognized the legality of 
the company’s concession and Is hot likely 
to throw over the agreem ent made, espe- 
ciallsr when relatlohs with Fm nce wonld, 
the company claims, thereby 
be 
af-, 
fected. 


NOT SURPRISED. 


New York, Nov. 4.-Senor M utis D uian, 
who resigned as governor of Panam a 
last September, and was then offered the 
treasury portfolio by the central govern-, 
ment, is now in this city. 


“I am not surpri.sed a t the news,” lie 
said. “Over a year ago I predicted some- 
thitng of this sort. Our people have long 
been disgusted with the state of affairs 
a t Bogota, general 
politic 
corruption, 
m aladm inistration and finally rejection 
of the canal treaty. My refusal to accept 
the place of m inisters of the treasury was 
largely due to my lack of sym pathy with 
the policy of the governm ent a t Bogota, 
his movement looks very formidable and 
those who know the tem per of the people 
of Panam a cannot but be impre.s¡5ed by 
the situation." 


Senor D uran declined to expreiss any 
opinion as to the attitude of the adm inis­ 
tration at W ashington, nor would he in­ 
dulge in any prophecy to the* outcome of 
the pre.sent .struggle.

ANNUAI. REPORT OF POST- 
MASTÈR GENERAL 


Gives Amoimt of Mail Handled 
and Cost to the Government 
—Report o f the Commissioner 
of Education Made Pndlic. 


W ashington, Nov. 4.—Second A ssistant 
General Shallenberger to day subm itted 
his annual report to the postm aster gen­ 
eral. 
It shows th at the annual rate of 
expenditure for all classes of m ail trans* 
portation service in this country is $6l,- 
594,542 and rate of cost per mile trav ­ 
eled $12.89. There are 1,400 lines of travel­ 
ing postoffices, railroad, steam boat and 
electric car, covering 189,298 miles, w ith 
10,5!S employes. 
It Is estim ated railw ay 
postal clerks handled during the year 
15,9999,802,630 pieces of mail m atter ex­ 
clusive of registered m atter and 1,387,664 
errors were reported In their distribution, 
a ratio of one error to 11,530 correct distri­ 
bution«. During the year there were 373 
casualties to mail car.s, in which 18 clerks 
and 4 other employes were killed and 78 
clerks seriously and 398 slightly injured. 
There were 509,537,962 pounds of paid sec­ 
ond cla.ss m atter received from publishers 
and 36,305,884 pounds carried w ithin coun­ 
ty of publication free of charge, m aking 
an aggregate of 272,921 tons. 
This gov­ 
ernm ent has received postage of 77,174 
pounds of postal m atter .sent to Germany, 
while the latter received postage on 
400,289 pounds sent here and transported 
long distances. 


A deficiency of $450,000 is anticipated in 
expenditures for railroad transportation 
and $100,000 in wagon mail service far 
the current year. The feature of deliver­ 
ing mail Into boxes along lines of sta r 
routes will be extended to the entire sys­ 
tem of sta r service on more than 20,000 
routes, aggregating over 249,000 miles in 
length. 
Shallenberger favors the propo- 
istloa some provision be made for super- 
anuated postal clerks. It is estim ated 300 
additional railw ay clerks are needed on 
account of increase o f postal business. 


ÈDÜCATIONÀL REPORT. 


W ashington, Nov. 4.—The report of the 
commissioner of education for the fi.scal 
year places the total num ber of pupils 
enrolled in common schools during the 
year at 15,^,887, or over 20 per cent of 
tho entire population. The average daily 
attendance for 1902 was 10,999,273, being 69 
per cent of the total num ber enrolled. 
This Is the largest average attendance on 
number enrolled ever reported in the 
United Slates.

killed the alTection the people had for 
Colombia. 
The document declare-s: 


‘ Moved by necessity of satisfying obli

iiig <he sentim ents of the people it repre 
serits, declares in solemn forni that the 
peoples within its juri.sdiction shall from 
to day and forevermore separate them 
selves from the republic of Colombia, and 
Hmiting to it the state of Panam a, shall 
create with 
other populations of 
the 
state of Panam a who accept separation 
of 0 republic, this republic to have an 
indi pendent democratic and representa­ 
tive governm ent to a.«sùre the happiness 
of natives and other Inhabitants of the 
i-ithmian territory.

BASKET BALL RULES. 
Basket ball enthusiasts have had 
their attention called to important 
changes made in the basket ball rules 
committee in issuing the rules and 
regulations for the indoor game of 
1003. The changes arc numerous and 
important. Danville players have be­ 
gun practicing and find some diffi­ 
culty in conforming to the rules laid 
own, but generally the changes are 
accepted as favorable. 


One of the most important changes 
made is that if a player is fouled 
while making a field throw at goal 
the offended side is given one point 
and the ball is tossed up at the point 
the foul is made. Heretofore if a 
man attempted a .field throw and was 
'ouled he was given a free throtw. 
Almost eveiy basket ball coach train­ 
ed his men to foul an opponent rather 
than give him a throw at goal.ffojUi 
lield, if the chances for making the 
points Avere favorable. 
This year 
such ^training would .be foolhardy, as 
•the opposing side would receive' onfe 
point as a gift.' Old players in this 
city are experiencinf^ difficulty iri 
changing their niblli<^dii of playing on 
this rule. 


By the rules of 1903 one umpire is 
ispensed witht. Heretofore tliere have 
been two umpires and one referee, 
!)ut the new rules provide for but one 
umpire and give the referee the pow­ 
er of referee and umpire.

Wednejsday. 


Springfleld, Nov. 4.—^WiHiam A. Talbot, 
of Chicago, representing the Illinois Cen­ 
tral, appeared béfore the railroad com ­ 
m ittee qf the eqtiallzers this morning to 
e:::plain the assessm ent against the cor­ 
poration and to ask for certain reduction. 
Edward Glehnon, of the Vanderbilt lines, 
appeared on behalf of the Lake Erie & 
W estern »to argue that the assessm ent of 
last year and preceding years is too high. 
The com m ittees on lands and on city and 
town lots held a m eeting and went over 
the assessm ents. 
Each member of the 
board received th e tables of assessm ent of 
the counties in his district. The equaliza­ 
tion of values in lands and lots will be 
difficult this year because it J s the year 
of general a.ssessment. 
The eifort triade
